In addition to the straightaway testing areas, there are 


two circular speedways 400 
feet in diameter. Each of the 
cars and trucks are equipped 
with devices and machinery

speeds. 


The skid tests are annual 


cooperative efforts guided by 
a committee on winter driv- 
ing hazards under the juris- 
diction of the National Safe- 
ty council.

19 years of the NSC's annual 
tests, most of the cars being 
scrutinized by the engineers 
are the little ones which have 
so recently come into popu- 
larity.

Taxes and Foxes 


The rush at Madison to restore the pay- 


ment of state bounties for the capture and 
destruction of wild animal predators and 
especially foxes tells a good deal about the 
nature of legislative politics. 


There is not the slightest evidence that 


the hundreds of thousands of dollars this 
state has spent for such bounties sine* 
pioneer times has had any significant ef- 
fect in reducing the numbers of these un- 
desirable creatures. 


There is a good deal of evidence, in- 


stead, that these bounties are useless in 
achieving their stated purposes. Such testi- 
mony has been entered on the record by 
the ream, out of the mouths of, biologists 
of the conservation department, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and other qualified 
witnesses. Game species are subject to 
cyclical fluctuations that are far more sig- 
nificant in controlling their numbers than 
is the disbursement of tax fund rewards 
from the state treasury. 


Yet legislators are falling over each 


other in Madison to get their names on 


bounty bills and to restore the system 
which the state abandoned in 1955 after 
years of urging by the conservation ad- 
ministration. 


Legislators are quite obviously more 


willing to believe what some of their con- 
stituents say — since those constituents 
can back up their opinions with votes at 
election time — than in the objective testi- 
mony of the specialists who were hired to 
study such matters. 


In other years the legislature had sur- 


pluses in the state treasury with which to 
gratify such instincts to play to the galler- 
ies. 


This year, as the governor has put it, 


there already is a gaping breach between 
probable outgo and known income. This is 
the last year that the legislature should 
choose to waste money. But it will be quite 
useless to suggest such considerations to 
our representatives at Madison, it is"already 
clear from early developments. To labor 
an old Idiom, our lawmakers appear re- 
solved to pour money down a fox den.

every fall. And we'll find that 
it will be worth it to us, sev- 
eral times over, in avoidance 
of lost work, days of feeling 
miserable.

especially in the people of 50, 
60 or beyond, it will save 
years of life. For flu may be 
just a period of misery for a 
few days to those in the prime 
vigor of life. It can mean 
death to the very young and 
the very old.

Cross - country auto tours 


generated about as much ex- 
citement in the U. S. 50 years 
ago as did the tours of atomic 
subs under the North Pole 
this year—maybe more. 
; And the old tours had one 
thing particularly in common 
with the modern submarine 
exploits — country roads 
of 


1909 often seemed as bottom- 
iess as the sea beneath the 
polar ice. 
• Perhaps the most daring 
*uto adventure of the year 
Was history's first transcon- 
tinental tour made by women 
jdrivers. Four intrepid ladies 
made the trip in a Maxwell- 
IBriscoe car from New York to 
•San Francisco — an accom- 
jplishment few men in the 
^country could claim in those 
days. 
" Mrs. John Ramsey and her 
three companions completed 
.the arduous trip to the Golden 
Gate in 35 days. Besides being 
the first woman to drive 
across the continent, Mrs. 
Hamsey, with her 
friends, 


wanted to prove a point— 
that a man is not an indis- 
pensable accessory of the au- 
tomobile. 


Tortuous Route 


Loaded down with cooking 


outfit, picks, shovels, rope 
and 'numerous pieces of lug- 
gage, the women started their 
4,200 mile journey on a hot 
August day. The route led 
them o v e r narrow roads, 
mountains, r i v e r bottoms, 
prairies and deserts. 


On July 12, 1909, several 


weeks before Mrs. 
Ramsey 


and her crew made their 
famous Hell Gate to Golden 
Gate run, a 30-car motorcade 
organized by the American 
Automobile association start- 
ed out from Detroit to Kan- 
sas City, via Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and Denver. Nineteen 
days later, 23 cars finish- 
ed the 2,600-mile trip, which 
today would take little more 
than 50 hours. 


This was the great Glidden 


tour of 1909—1,000 miles long- 
er than any previous organ- 
ized group motor trip. 


Both of the early trips were 


landmarks in American mo- 
toring history. But the real 
heroes were five intrepid pi- 
oneers who blazed a muddy 
trail for the Glidden tour. 
Mrs. Ramsey and the Glid- 
den tourists rolled over hard- 
baked roads during the sum- 
mer. The Glidden pathfind- 
ers, however, set out in the 
unlikely month of April when 
most roads were not distin- 
guishable from the hog wal- 
lows that graced each barn- 
yard along the way. They 
took 38 days to make the De- 
troit to Kansas City loop. 


No Maps 


Maps and road markers as 


we know them today were 
non-existent, and such "path- 
finders" were vital to every 
motor tour. It was their job 
to chart the route, schedule 
overnight stops and report on 
road conditions. 


The 5-man advance party 


for the 1909 tour roared out 
of Detroit in a 30-horsepower 
E-M-F automobile. 


Carrying 700 pounds of lug- 


gage, they bounced over nit- 
ted but fairly solid roads for 
a short distance at breakneck 
Speeds of 40 and 45 miles per 
lour. But their troubles soon 
began. 


What followed can best be 


described in the words of their 
own reports: Michigan, "soft, 
shifting sand"; Wisconsin, 


Sticky clay and quicksand"; 
Minnesota, "gluey gumbo"; 
Iowa, "mushawa"; Nebraska 
and K a n s a s , just 
plain 


"mud." By the time the group 
reached Mankato, Minnesota, 
Lewis reported that the car 
picked up 1,000 pounds of mud 
which had to be cut off with 
sharpened sticks. 


Worst of all was the 6-inch 


"gumbo" of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. A sort of clay, 
gumbo is black when wet and 
white when sun-dried. Accord- 
ing to farmers in the midwest, 
horses had been known to 
drown in it. 


Delayed by harsh weather 


and bad roads, the pathfinders 
were only two days behinc 
schedule when they arrived at 
Minneapolis. 


The first serious incidenl 


occurred near Elysian, Minn 
There the route planners hit 
a 15-inch gumbo covered rock 
in the middle of the road dur- 
ing a blinding snow storm 
The rock lifted their car'off 
the road, bending the steering 
rods, tearing a hole in the 
transmission and throwing the 
fly wheel out of position. 


With the bitter cold, the 


party decided to chance driv
